Ground Rules for Part One: This paper will focus on the history of one 
case of alleges genocide. We expect you to report and weigh conflicting 
evidence and interpretations of what occurred. We are muck more cone 
cerned with the quality and thoughtfulness of your paper, than with its 
length; but we anticipate that most cases will require a paper of from 
15 to 25 typed, double-spaced pages. Each paper should include foot- 
notes and a bibliography, presented in a scholarly form. 
Case Outline for Part One: The report on each case should be organized 
in terms of the following outline, although you may find it necessary to 
drop one or two of the sub-headings for lack of readily available material 
A. What is alleged to have happened? 
B. The society/group which committed the genocide. The genocidal society.
